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CONSTITUTION     OF     GRACE     RE- 
FORMED    CHURCH,     FORT 
WAYNE,  IND. 


Article  1. — Name  and  Object. 

Section  1.  The  name  and  title  of  this 
Congregation  shall  be  the  Grace  Re- 
formed Church,  of  Fort  Wayne,  Ind. 

Sec.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide 
its  members  with  the  preaching  of  the 
Word,  the  administration  of  the  Sac- 
raments and  the  exercise  of  Christian 
Discipline  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
fession of  Faith  known  as  the  Heidel- 
berg Catechism. 

Sec.  3.  This  Congregation  shall  be 
an  organic  member  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  Unitetd  States  and  shall 
be  governed  by  its  Constitution  and 
Laws. 

Article  II.— Of  the  Officers  and  Their 
Duties. 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a 
Pastor,  Four  Elders,  Four  Deacons,  a 
Treasurer  and  a  financial  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Pastor,  Elders  and  Dea- 
cons shall  constitute  the  Consistory  and 
Board  of  Trustees. 


Sec.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Pastor,  El- 
ders, Deacons  and  Trustees  shall  be 
such  as  are  laid  down  in  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  4.  The  Consistory  shall  at  its 
annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  possible  elect  a  Clerk  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Consistory  shall  meet 
annually  on  the  first  day  of  January  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  final 
settlement  with  the  Treasurer  and  other 
officers,  and  at  such  time  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Sec.  6.  To  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  entrusted  the  management  of 
all  the  property  of  the  Congregation, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
gregation shall  receive  all  funds  at  the 
hands  of  the  Financial  Secretary  and 
all  other  sources.  And  shall  pay  the 
same  upon  the  order  of  the  President 
and  Clerk  of  the  Consistory,  excepting 
monies  raised  for  the  supnort  of  the 
Pastor,  which  shall  be  paid  without 
such  order. 

Sec.  8.  The  Financial  Secretary  of 
the  Chunrch  shall  secure  the  pledges  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  Church.  He 
shall  take  charge  of  the  Sabbath  offer- 
ings, keep  a  careful  record  of  the  same 
and  in  due  time  deposit  all  amounts 
with  the  Treasurer,  duly  receipted;  He 
shall  also  issue  to  the  members  of  the 
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Church   quarterly   statements  of  their 
accounts  with  the  Church. 

Article  III. — Elections.    * 

Sec.  1.  All  members  in  good  stand- 
ing and  who  have  contributed  to  the 
support  of  the  congregation  according 
to  their  ability,  during  the  year  pre- 
ceding the  election,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  all  elections. 

Sec.  2.  An  election  shall  be  held  for 
Pastor  whenever  the  Consistory  shall 
nominate  and  appoint  a  meeting  for  the 
purpose,  according  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States.  At  this  election  a  President, 
Clerk  and  three  Judges  of  the  election 
shall  be  appointed,  who  shall  certify 
the  #result  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Consis- 
tory. Every  minister  who  may  be 
elected  must,  before  he  can  be  installed 
or  introduced  into  office,  be  a  minister 
in  good  standing  in  the  Clsses  to  which 
the  congregation  belongs. 

Sec.  3.  An  election  of  two  Elders, 
two  Deacons,  a  Financial  Secretary,  and 
a  Treasurer  shall  be  held  at  the  annual 
meeting,  January  1st,  each  year.  The 
Elders  and  Deacons  shal  serve  for  two 
years,  the  Treasurer  and  Financial  Sec- 
retary for  one  year. 

Sec.  4.  The  Consistory  shall  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  day  of  election 
nominate  candidates;  but  it  shall  not 
prevent  the  congregation  on  the  day  of 
election,  from  nominating  additional 
names,  and  no  previous  tenure  of  office 
shall  disqualify  any  person  from  being 
such  a  candidate. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  by 
death,  removal  or  otherwise,  the  Con- 
sistory shall  appoint  a  day  for  a  special 
election  to  fill  lsaid  vacancy.  And  that 
said  election  shall  be  appointed  and  held 
within  one  month  from  the  date  of  such 
vacancy. 
Article  IV.— Members  and  Their  Duties. 

Section  1.  Every  person  is  a  mem- 
ber of  this  congregation  who  has  been 
duly  received  into  connection  with  it, 
by    confirmation,   by   letter,    or   by   re- 


newal of  profession,  according  to  the 
mode  prescribed  by  Constituttion  of  the 
Reformed  Church. 

Sec.  2.     All  members  shall  strive  to 
promote    the    general    welfare    of    the 
in    eh,  and  especially  by  a  consistent 
life  and  walk,  and  shall  annually  con- 
tribute according  to  their  ability  toward 
upport. 

Article  V. — Amendments  and  By-Laws. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  or  any  part 
of  it  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
^  ,'te  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, at  a  meeting  called  for  the  pur- 
pose, provide  dthat  at  least  ten  days 
notice  of  the  same  shall  have  been 
given. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  and  other  busi- 
ness requiring  the  action  of  the  con- 
gregation, except  as  provided  in  Article 
III,  Section  3  of  this  Constitution  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  those 
present  at  such  election  or  meeting. 
Amendment — Adopted  Jan.  23,  1908. 

Section  1.  Resolved,  that  Section  1 
of  Article  II.  of  the  Constitution  be  and 
is  hereby  so  amen  dec!,  that  it  shall  read 
as  follows :  "  The  officers  shall  be  a 
Pastor,  four  Elders,  and  one  or  more 
additional  Elders  at  the  option  of  the 
Congregation,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  life  unless  disqualified;  four 
Deacons,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Financial 
Secretary. 

Section  2.  The  Eiders  elected  for 
life  shall  be  elgible  to  this  office  because 
of  long  and  efficient  service  as  officers  in 
the  Church,  and  shall  be  chosen  the 
same  as  the  other  Elders,  by  a  vote  of 
the  Congregation  at  the  annual  meet- 
'  -  shall  have  the  same  rights 
and  privileges  as  the  other  Elders  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Constitu- 
tional provisions.
